the United Sta tes should push her pre­ 
parations with a s much dispatch as is 
consistent with efficiency . 
The most recent German prisoners 
offer visible and audible proof that 
German troops are not to be spared 
if their sacrafice can help the Hohen- 
zollerns. 
Lean-faced prisoners tell of insuffi­ 
cient food, of brutal 
trea tm ent 
by 
their office! s, of being driven to the 
attack 
with a utom atic revolvers at 
their backs. 
Usually the men a ccept 
kicks and blows with a mere inward 
promise to make their ty rant pay in 
full after the war. A priest in a Frencn 
villa ge recently retaken from the Ger­ 
mans recently told me he had seen 
many ca ses of bad treatm ent of men 
by their superiors. 
One day at his 
house a German officer had told him, 
he said, that German soldiers had to 
be driven like ca ttle and just to il­ 
lustrate his point he called an orderly 
to him, struck him a powerful blow in 
the face, so hard in fact that the sol­ 
dier’s ey e wa s black for day s a fter­ 
wards, telling him to fetch som ething 
from the kitchen. 
The soldier’s only 
reply was a quick click of the heels 
and a rigid salute. 
“ Tha t’s the way we keep them in 
hand,” said the officer to the priest. 
A prisoner just taken from a Grena­ 
dier Regiment told of being present 
in a cabaret in Coniines with twenty 
of thirty other Sax on troops who were 
singing 
ribald 
songs 
when 
six 
of­ 
ficers entered. 
As the singing kept 
up one of the officers objected where­ 
upon the tune was changed to shouts 
of “ Raus mit him !” 
In the main soldiers let them selves 
be driven without protest.

Such is the situa tion in the German 
army today a s one view s it a fter ta lk­ 
ing with German prisoners. 
On the other side of the picture one 
sees the British and the French dog­ 
gedly determined to fight to a knock­ 
out if it ta kes a nother tw elve m onths 
r any number of months. 
So the war promises to be long un- 
? 'ss the German people suddenly see 
:he light. And the United Sta tes m ust 
hold her part of the line.
